Each  Tuesday  and  Thursday  evening  men  and  women  from  all  walks 
of  life  attend  lectures  to  deepen  their  spiritual  life,  and  to  prepare  them- 
selves for  more  active  Christian  service  in  their  churches. 

Christian  service  is  a  vital  part  of  a  Christian's  life,  and  many  oppor- 
tunities are  given  for  evening  class  students  to  witness  in  the  various  mis- 
sions and  many  churches  throughout  the  city.  Christian  witness  is  also 
given  by  students  in  hospitals. 

Some  graduates  are  serving  in  Toronto,  while  others  are  serving  the 
Lord  in  other  parts  of  Canada,  U.S.A.,  Germany,  South  Africa,  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  the  British  West  Indies. 

It  is  a  challenging  course,  and  some  have  been  called  of  the  Lord  into 
the  day  classes  for  more  complete  training. 

Wherever  they  go,  whatever  they  do,  the  evening  classes  at  T.B.C. 
are  helping  all  to  be  "workmen  that  need  not  to  be  ashamed",  who  can  go 
out  "holding  forth  the  Word  of  Life".
